Woman found with drugs 
during prison visit is jailed 


A WOMAN who took drugs into Cardiff 
Prison when she visited her boyfriend, has 
been jailed for eight months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Tracey Hales (33) claimed the drugs had been for 
personal use. 

Recorder Ian Murphy QC told Hales, who had 
been living at Dyfan Road, Barry, that custody in 
such a case was inevitable. 

She pleaded guilty to two charges of taking

prohibited items into the prison. 

Prosecutor Nuhu Gobir said that on July 24 last 
year, officers saw Hales in the visiting hall and 
something from her dropped to the floor. 

She picked it up and Hales was apprehended and 
taken to a search area. 

Officers discovered that she had a Class C drug on 
her and 3.5 grammes of cannabis resin. 

Hales told them she knew she was prohibited 


from taking such items into the prison. 

She said she had come off heroin and because it 
was hard, the drugs were for personal use and to help 
make her sleep. 

The court heard that Hales had a conviction for 
possessing heroin with intent to supply. 

Her counsel, Stephen Thomas, said she had been 
in custody since October 22, and he added: “Clearly, 
she has significant drug problems. However, she is 
currently drugs-free.”

Colwinston needs 
affordable housing 
for our children’ 


Setting record straight 
about the NIMBYs 


H aving read 

the various 
letters which 
have appeared in 
The GEM over the 
past few weeks 
regarding housing 
development in the 
rural Vale, I felt 
compelled to write. 

There appears to be a 
gross misunderstanding 
of the views of those of 
us living in the rural 
Vale with regard to the 
proposals in the Vale’s 
Local Development 
Plan, and the subsequent 
planning applications, 
made in haste, prior to 
the independent scrutiny 
of the plan by the LDP 
inspector. 

Just to set the record 
straight, we are not a 
group of elitist 
‘NIMBYs’, as has been 
suggested by some of 
your readers. We 
appreciate that there is a 
need for housing in the 
Vale and we know that 
we may all have to take 
a share in meeting that 
need. 

However, what we are 
proposing is that 
development is fair and 
equitable and that 
appropriate 


infrastructure is put in 
place which is fit for 
purpose. 

How can we secure 
this when the Vale is 
passing planning 
applications before the 
independent inspector 
has had the opportunity 
to comment on the LDP 
proposals? 

This is true for those 
of us living in the rural 
Vale as it is of the major 
conurbations of Barry, 
Penarth and Cowbridge. 
Just as your reader has 
shared concerns 
regarding retaining green 
spaces in the Barry area, 
so are residents in the 
rural Vale concerned 
about retaining its green 
spaces too. 

If we are to secure 
appropriate, affordable 
housing, with suitable 
amenities, facilities and 
infrastructure to support 
it (ie social, health, 
education, road and 
commuter links), we 
need to speak with one 
voice, not as disparate 
groups at odds with one 
another, and let the 
independent planning 
officer make the 
decision about the LDP 
process.

Henry Danter. 

Mr Cairns said the 
local district valuer is 
now looking at the 
scheme at the request of 
council and he hoped 
there would be further 
developments in the next 
week. 

The local MP said he 
remained hopeful, but 
also sounded a note of 
caution. 

“I still remain positive 
that the project will get 
off the ground. But now 
is the time to ensure all 
parties are working to 
find a solution that can 
satisfy the aims of those 
involved - it is that 
simple. 

“I am fully behind the 
plans for the regeneration 
of the Pleasure Park, and 
the response from the 
community and local 
groups has been positive. 

“However, positivity 
from the community is 
not a given - local 
residents will quite 
rightly grow tired of 
delays no matter what the 
reason may be.” 

He added: “If we are 
to see a top class 
fairground return to 


Barry in time for the 
summer season then 
urgent talks must take 
place that lead to action. 

“What concerns me 
most about any further 
delay is the reputational 
damage Barry could 
suffer in the eyes of other 
potential investors if this 
project becomes a saga.” 

Rob Thomas, the 
Vale’s director of 
development services, 
explained: “The planning 
application for the 
development of the 
Dolphin public house 
which has been 
submitted to the Vale 
Council makes no 
provision for a 
contribution to local 
community 
infrastructure. Thus far 
the site's owners have 
made it clear that they are 
not willing to enter into 
negotiations about such a 
commitment. 

“When - as in this 
application - a developer 
claims that a scheme is 
not viable if a 
contribution to the 
community is required, it 
is standard practice for 
the council to refer the 
matter for independent 


advice. In this case the 
application has been 
referred to the district 
valuer who will now 
provide an independent 
assessment of the 
applicant's claims.” 

Mr Thomas 

emphasised the council 
was keen to see the future 
of the Pleasure Park site 
resolved, but could not 
be expected to waive its 
own planning policy. 

“This further delay is 
extremely frustrating to 
all those who, like the 
Vale Council, want to see 
a funfair on the site as 
soon as possible. The 
current site does nothing 
but harm to the image of 
Barry Island and is in 
stark contrast to the 
investment and attention 
paid to the eastern 
promenade and Maslin 
Park by the council over 
the last 12 months. 

“After years of decay 
we have a willing buyer 
in place. However, the 
council will not 
compromise its planning 
policy, which ensures 
that the whole 
community benefits from 
developments, or allow 
ourselves to be held to 
ransom by the site’s 
current owners.”

‘rat-runs’ in the area, 
around Heol Dewi Sant, 
Gadlys Road East and 
West, or Wenvoe 
Terrace, would create 
additional problems 
there instead. 

Concerns were raised 
about extra traffic 
outside local primary 
schools, such as Ysgol 
Sant Curig or Romilly 
Primary School. 

Residents of Dudley 
Place, Heol Pantycelyn, 
or those with garages on 
Jenner Road, pointed out 
that reaching their 
homes would now 



involve driving hundreds 
of miles extra each year. 

The simple truth is 
that there are far more 
cars on the road in Barry 
than the town was built 
for, and we must do our 
best to keep the town as 
safe as possible, and 
convenient for as many 
as possible. 

If they do carry out 
this trial, the Vale 
Council must commit to 
properly monitoring all 
of the impacts upon the

Waterfalls and mist 
in Ebbw Vale valleys 


MEMBERS of Penarth 
Ramblers recently enjoyed 
two weekend walks in 
reasonable weather. 

First, Rachel took her group to the 
Ebbw Vale area for what might be the 
last opportunity to tramp through 
lovely agricultural and open 
moorland, before a solar panel farm is 
installed there. 

The Steelhouse Heavy Metal Rock 
Festival is held there annually, and at a 
height of around 377-metres on the 
lonely hillside, it claims to be the 
largest and highest heavy metal 
festival in Wales. 

They climbed through Craig y Deri 
and enjoyed views across old quarries 
and coal mine workings to the snow 
covered Cefn Manmoel on their way 
towards the village of Cwm, and 
passed through Silent Valley Nature 
Reserve, the highest altitude beech 
forest in Britain. 

In some of the pools on their 
journey they observed frog spawn, a 
sure sign spring is on its way, before 
climbing onto Cefn yr Arail into a 
blustery cold wind where the views 
stretched up to the mist covered 
central Beacons and southwards 
towards the coast. 

As they tramped across farmland, 
they passed cattle and sheep and also 
spotted two spring lambs before 
making their way down a rocky zig¬ 
zag path back to their start point at the 
small village of Aberbeeg. 

Second, a group of 14 walkers 
including leader Joy headed up to 
Blaen-y-glyn forestry and began their 
climb over boggy ground at Pant y 
Creigiau in sunshine under blue skies. 

When they reached the trig point at 
565-metres, a thick mist descended 
and, following the muddy ridge way of 
Cefn Tarenni Cochion, they dropped 
southwards over waterlogged coarse- 


grassed moorland to Cwm Callan, 
where a vast amount of tree felling has 
been taking place. 

The open moorland below Bryniau 
Gleision still contained areas of deep 
snow and ice that covered the many 
shake holes beside the track and 
reaching part of the Taff Trail they 
were met with hazy views over the 
pretty Dyffryn Crawnon valley. 

Lunch was enjoyed with views 
across Talybont reservoir to the 
opposite side of the valley where Allt 
Lwyd, Waun Rydd and Twyn Du along 
with the Talybont Forest were 
shrouded in mist before they 
descended through forestry towards 
the Glyn Collwn valley. 

From a brief stop at Pont Blaen-y- 
glyn, a gradual climb up the valley 
beside stunning, fast flowing 
waterfalls led them back into forestry, 
once the site of an old reservoir 
village, for a short but steep climb 
back to their start.

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MP’S CALL TO REMEDY PITCH PROBLEMS 


L AST Saturday the vast 
majority of junior and 
senior football fixtures 
were called off across the 
Vale, despite just one day of 
rain, albeit heavy. 

This is unfortunately a common 
conversation I have with parents 
during the winter months and it must 
be addressed. 

Getting young children playing 
sport across the Vale is a real 
passion of mine. It teaches young 
children discipline, the benefits of 
teamwork, and youthful energy is 
put to good use. 

The GEM has reported my 
interest in this area for a number of 
years about whether the facilities 
available match the ambition of 
young players. 

The largest town in Wales needs 
pew next generation facilities now. I 


am calling again for funding to be 
used to provide new artificial 
surfaces that can be used by players 
in the town, and facilities that 
children and parents that travel in 
from around the Vale for fixtures can 
also use. 

To echo the ethos of team sport, I 
feel that teamwork is the answer to 
helping the next generation of 
youngsters fulfil their potential. 

The committed volunteers, clubs 
and local authority should work 
together to ensure that access is 
maximised for all children when 
new facilities are built in Barry. 

Funding is available for a number 
of locations that could be identified 
and built quickly in Barry. 

There are a number of excellent 
examples of new first class artificial 
pitches in Wales that have 
transformed access to youth football 
- which in turn transforms the

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Search for 
the ‘lost? Yale 
playing fields 


A NATIONWIDE 
campaign called 
#FieldFinders is 
asking the public to 
identify over 900 
‘lost’ playing fields, 
originally protected 
as public green 
spaces by 
philanthropist 
Andrew Carnegie’s 
charitable trust 90 
years ago. 

“We believe that 22 of 
these are in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, but we don’t 
know the exact location, 
or if they even still 
exist!” a spokesperson 
said. 

“The sites are ‘lost’ 
because their exact 
locations were never 
centrally recorded, but 
they are in fact protected 
from urban development 
under the original terms 
of the Carnegie grants. 

“With green spaces at 
a premium and many 
being lost to urban 
redevelopment, the 
#FieldFinders campaign 
aims to protect some 
3,000 football pitches, 
tennis courts, 
playgrounds and other 
recreational green spaces 
with better legal 
protection. 

“But we need the 
public’s help. 
#FieldFinders is hoping 
the public can help to 
locate the Carnegie 
playing fields, 
preserving the legacy of 
the original grants and 


protecting the spaces for 
future generations. 

“Members of a 
specialist team are in 
place to cross reference 
submissions with any 
surviving documentation 
and begin the process of 
keeping a site safe for 
generations to come.” 

The #FieldFinders 
campaign is targeted at 
local communities across 
the UK with the aim of 
local residents finding 
Carnegie playing fields 
in their area. 

#Field Finders will 
have until August 31 to 
report back via a 
dedicated web portal 
www.fieldsintrust.org/Ca 
rnegie.aspx about their 
Carnegie playing field. 
Members of the 
specialist Fields in Trust 
team will then cross 
reference it with any 
surviving documentation 
and begin the process of 
improving legal 
protection of the site to 
keep it safe for 
generations to come. 

Investigative ‘Field 
Finders’ are also being 
encouraged to share 
images of the sites using 
their social media 
profiles, specifically 
Twitter and Instagram. 

Douglas White, head 
of Advocacy at Carnegie 
UK Trust, said: “We 
want to find as many of 
these fields as possible 
and ensure that they 
remain legally protected 
for the local 
community.”

So it seems that it 
does pay to contact our 
local MP with any 
concerns - and thank 
you to the Vale Council 
for such prompt action. 

However, isn’t it a 
shame that at this time 
of austerity and cut¬ 
backs in funding for the 
various council 
departments, our rates 
have to be spent on a 
team of council 
workmen being paid to 
work the weekends 
cleaning up the mess 


from the mindless idiots 
who throw their litter out 
of their vehicles as they 
travel the lanes around 
the Vale. 

Why can’t they 
understand that every £1 
spent on litter picking is 
one £1 less available for 
schooling, road repairs, 
medical care etc.

regard to 
the letters 
by David Parry and 
David Kennet 
concerning a 
proposed new 
development at 
Darren Farm 
outside of the 
existing boundary 
of Cowbridge town, 
let us be under no 
illusion that the aim 
is to maximise 
profits. 

As such, most houses 
will probably not be 
affordable to many 
youngsters of the town. 

The proposal is to 
build in the order of 380 
houses, which means an 
extra 700-plus cars. 

Our town has under 
400 official car parking 
spaces, two council- 
owned and one at the 
Waitrose development. 

This development is 
just outside what most 
would say, is an easy 
walking distance in to 
town - so it is fair to say 
that the majority will 
descend to park their 
cars in the already 
saturated car parks and 
side roads within the 
residential areas close to 
town. 

The high street clogs 
up now on school runs, 
so just imagine it with 
all those extra cars. A 
new access road on to 
the bypass will not 
prevent this. 

Other services that 
will be over-stretched 


will be doctors and 
dentists, and it is 
difficult enough to get 
appointments now. Just 
wait till we get an extra 
thousand (20 per cent 
increase) or so new 
residents living here. 

The town services 
infrastructure would all 
need to be upgraded - 
sewers, gas, electric and 
telephones; this means 
digging up existing 
roads causing mayhem. 

The way forward has 
to be proper, integrated 
planning and the 
creation of new 
infrastructure - which 
includes roads with 
direct links to trunk 
roads and motorways 
bypassing already 
traffic-saturated villages; 
also the provision of 
new schools, a health 
centre, shops, etc, would 
need to be considered. 

This could be best 
served by creating a new 
community using the 
existing brownfield site 
at Llandow. I am not a 
Nimby and I have lived 
in the Cowbridge area 
for 65 years. 

I also know that every 
town has to develop and 
grow. I walk everywhere 
within the town and I am 
well placed to see what 
is happening. 

I do not wish to see 
our town die from over 
saturation of population 
growth, causing 
breakdown of our 
existing services.

How Cardiff and 
Swansea fought 
over university 


THE speaker last 
week at the Barry 
Men’s Forum, which 
meets at the Trinity 
Presbyterian Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth 
Crescent, every 
Thursday morning at 
10.15am, was Mr 
Gordon Roderick 
whose talk was 
entitled ‘Cardiff v 
Swansea’. 

This was a very 
informative talk about 
the setting up of a 
university in South 
Wales. 

He noted the only 
universities in England 
up to the 1850s were 
Oxford and Cambridge, 
who solely dealt with the 
classics. 

However, he also said 
that Scotland had four 
universities. It was no 
accident that a large 
number of engineers and 
other professional people 
came from Scotland in 
the 18th and 19th 
centuries. 

In 1847 Manchester 
University - Owens 
College - was founded, 
and others were soon 
funded by industrialists, 
especially in the north of 
the country. 

In 1880, a Royal 
commission was set up to 
investigate the possibility 
of a university in Wales. 


This resulted in arch 
rivalry between Cardiff 
and Swansea, both 
wishing to be the 
location, and bidding for 
the meagre grant of 
£4,000 offered by the 
government. 

Gordon detailed some 
of the banal claims the 
councils made for 
locating in their areas, 
such as Swansea being 
near the Mumbles, a very 
healthy location, and 
Cardiff assessing the 
number of trains that 
stopped in a day at its 
station, and Swansea 
countering with the 
higher number of Welsh 
speakers in the area. 

Cardiff was eventually 
selected, with the 
promise of the university 
being set up in the top 
floor of the library in the 
Hayes. When it did 
open, the university was 
located on the top floor 
of Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary Hospital.

BRIDGEND, the 
Vale, RCT, Cardiff 
and Merthyr Tydfil 
are to get an 
additional £434,210 
to develop play 
opportunities for 
children, Lesley 
Griffiths AM, the 
Minister for 

Communities and 
Tackling Poverty 
has announced. 

The local authorities 
will receive the funding 
as part of £1.5 million to 
improve play areas 
across Wales, to improve 
access for disabled 
children, provide signs to 


encourage street play, 
buy new resources such 
as rope swings, climbing 
frames and transportable 
equipment to ensure 
children from 

disadvantaged areas have 
increased opportunities 
to play.

ANISTON’S 
career may 
have been the most 
impressive of the 
Friends’ cast post¬ 
show, but she’s still 
lacked the critical 
acclaim - instead 
finding herself in 
broad, commercial 
films like Horrible 
Bosses, Marley and 
Me and Just Go 
With It. 

However, Aniston 
has shown her ability in 
the likes of The Good 
Girl and Office Space, 
and her latest film, 

Cake , sees her take on 
arguably her most 
serious role to date. She 
plays Claire, who 
following an accident, 
attends a chronic pain 
group. When a female 
member of the group 
commits suicide, Claire 
becomes fascinated by 
her life, and finds 
herself growing closer 
to her widower, Roy 
(Sam Worthington)... 

The first time we see 
Jennifer Aniston 
onscreen in Cake it is 
with a subtle, but 
noticeable, scar down 


the right hand side of 
her face, with greasy, 
lank hair and a puffy 
face; not the Aniston 
that front covers of 
magazine would 
recognise certainly. 

While her taking on 
this less-than-glamorous 
role may smack of the 
old adage that to ‘ugly’ 
yourself up in the name 
of art leads to critical

figure, then certainly an 
empathetic one. 

Anyone who knows 
the actress purely for 
her lighter work will be 
pretty surprised by how 
good she is here, but 
those who have seen the 
aforementioned The 
Good Girl will know 
how Aniston is capable 
of stretching her range, 
and she does it here 
again with no little 
aplomb. 

There is a wry, dry 
comedic sensibility, not 
quite black but certainly 
dark, that allows her to 
stretch her legs a little, 
but in the film’s more 
darker and harder 
moments she really 
comes into her own. 
Around her are her 
sparring partners Roy 
(Sam Worthington) and 
her cleaner/assistant 
(Adriana Barraza), both 
of whom offer more 
than able support, while 
having their own small 
moments to embellish 
their characters. 

What is a shame is 
that around these 
impressive turns there is 
very little narrative 
weight. Patrick Tobin's 
script doesn’t really 
plough new ground, and 


the narrative beats feel 
familiar and expected; 
there is no point where 
you see anything that 
you haven’t seen before, 
from the reason Claire 
is in both the physical 
and mental state that 
she is, through to the 
slight redemption of her 
character - while the 
story feels like it builds 
and builds to something, 
but never really gets 
there. 

Director Daniel 
Barnz fares slightly 
better, the film having a 
visual style that is 
striking, but again feels 
a little too similar to the 
many independent films 
that share that woozy 
aesthetic; there are a 
few clever moments, 
but again it feels like 
something you’ve seen 
before. 

It’s Jennifer Aniston’s 
performance that truly 
makes you want to have 
a slice of Cake however, 
and watching the former 
Friend be anything but 
friendly in such a 
superb turn makes you 
want to see more of her 
in more dramatic fare; 
sadly, however, Cake 
fails to match her 
performance. 

VERDICT: A case of 
a superb performance 
enlivening an otherwise 
lacklustre film, Jennifer 
Aniston delivers an 
incredibly powerful 
performance - but Cake 
is unable to match it 
with a story that feels 
predictable and all too 
common. Without 
Aniston it would be a 
below-average effort; 
with her it’s above 
average. Worth 
watching.

COUNCILLOR 
STEPS DOWN 


THE Vale Council 
announced this 
week that it had 
reduced the size of 
its cabinet to six 
members following 
the resignation of 
Coun Rob Curtis as 
cabinet member for 
environment. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Council, 
said: “At a time of 
significant cuts to local 
government spending, 
the only appropriate 
course of action was to 
take this as an 
opportunity to further 
reduce the cost of 
politicians to the 
organisation. 

“The financial 

constraints placed upon 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council by central 
government mean that 
my cabinet colleagues 
and I are currently 
having to ask service 
managers to find 
considerable savings. I 
feel it is only right that 
the council’s political 
leadership lead by 


example. 

“Coun Curtis’ 

departure will be a great 
loss to the authority. I 
have thanked him for his 
considerable input over 
the past three years and 
look forward to 
continuing to work with 
Rob in his role as a ward 
member.” 

The size of the 
council’s cabinet was 
reduced from 10 posts to 
seven in 2012, a change 
which has saved the 
council in excess of 
£100k in the years since. 

The role of cabinet 
member for environment, 
which include 

responsibility for waste 
management and 

recycling, highways 
maintenance, and street 
lighting, will be 
redistributed amongst the 
remaining cabinet 

members. 

Details of their 
expanded portfolios will 
be confirmed at the next 
meeting of full council 
on March 4. Coun Curtis 
remains a ward member 
for the Gibbonsdown 
ward in Barry.

Gareth Thomas play is 
great entertainment, 

BUT BRIDGEND IS 
SHORT-CHANGED 


W HEN Gareth 

Thomas launched 
his 

autobiography at an event 
in Cowbridge last year, he 
was asked about a 
proposed play on his life, 
entitled Crouch, Touch, 
Pause, Engage. 

He said that after working on 
the book, he wanted to do 
something different, and spoke 
about his desire to be involved in 
something positive for his home 
town, Bridgend. 

He was interested in 
combining his life story with 
something that would redress the 
balance after the events of 
January and February 2008, 
which led to Bridgend being 
labelled “the suicide capital of 
the world”. 

It seemed an admirable wish, 
but a difficult trick to pull off. 
Nevertheless, National Theatre 
Wales asked Out of Joint theatre 
company, under the direction of 
Max Stafford Clark, to tackle it, 
and they decided to do the piece 
in writer Robin Soans’ ‘verbatim 
documentary’ style. 

What you get is six excellent 
Welsh actors, three male and 
three female, who all at one time 
or another speak Gareth Thomas’ 
words, and they also play a range 
of people who were affected by 
the suicides, or by Gareth’s 
struggle over whether to come 
out in the ultra-male sport of 
rugby. 

So, the play will run at the 
Sherman Theatre in Cardiff until 
March 7, and then goes on tour 
around Wales, finishing the 
Welsh run in Bridgend, with

three nights at the Sony Theatre 
in Bridgend College (March 26- 
28). 

Then, through April, May and 
June, it tours England and I have 
to confess that after 10 minutes, 
my first thought was: “What are 
the English going to make of 
this?” 

It’s not the strong Welsh 
accents - Ruth Jones’ Stella has 
done the groundwork there. It’s 
the fact that much of the first 10 
minutes is taken up with the 
history of Bridgend Rugby Club. 

The glory days with JPR, 

Steve Fenwick et al, the 
reputation for scintillating back 
play, and the sense of pride in 
beating big city neighbours such 
as Cardiff or Swansea. 

Then you get the machinations 
of professionalism, of regional 
rugby, the forced merger with 
Pontypridd, and the eventual 
demise of the Celtic Warriors. Is 
it suggested that the loss of civic 
pride played a part in the 
eventual spate of suicides? Never 
explicitly, but that is the subtext. 

Despite its serious subject, the 
show is very funny, and there are 
plenty of laughs throughout this 
piece. Incidentally, the language 
is not for anyone’s maiden aunt. 

Once the rugby history lesson 
is over, we learn more about 
Gareth Thomas as he grows up 
and becomes aware that he is 
different. 

Cast members play his parents 
and friends and we are introduced 
to two young Bridgend College 
students who, it turns out, are 
going to shine some light on the 
mindset of young Bridgend 
people. 

Bridgend’s own Kate-Elin Salt 
plays Meryl, a young girl coping 
with the trauma of her father’s 
suicide, and trying to make sense 
of it. Katie-Elin does wide-eyed 
innocence better than anyone, 
and her character is the one that 
asks the most questions. 

Her friend, Darcey, played by 
Lauren Roberts, has plenty of 
spirit, but also has mental health 
issues and during the play has a 
number of failed suicide 
attempts, until she comes to 
terms with life. 

The staging is clever, with 
each cast member helpfully 
putting on a Welsh jersey with 
‘Thomas’ on the back whenever 
they are playing Gareth. 

They spend quite some time 
throwing a rugby ball around the 
stage and I’m pleased to say that 
the all-Welsh cast did not let 
down their nation - no one sent 
out a bad pass and no one 
dropped the ball! Two of the 
male cast, Rhys ap William and 


Patrick Brennan, have serious 
rugby experience, so they clearly 
taught their fellow cast members 
well. 

Rhys and Patrick are both 
excellent, playing a range of 
characters, as are Daniel 
Hawksford and Bethan Witcomb. 

As Gareth’s story develops, it 
covers much the same ground as 
recent BBC documentaries, 
although there are several 
surprising revelations, which I’m 
not going to pass on here. 

At the same time, Meryl and 
Darcey tell their stories, but they 
are running in parallel, rather 
than really connecting. 

The writer and director try to 
overcome this with a rapid five- 
minute tie-up at the end, where 
Gareth visits the college to meet 
the girls, and each is inspired by 
the other’s struggles. 

Then the cast get together and 
sing ‘Guide Me O Thy Great 
Redeemer’. They sing it damn 
well, but it is all a bit too neat. 

Nevertheless, the play provides 
great entertainment, is thought- 
provoking, and is much funnier 
than the subject matter suggests. 
Only a prude could sit there 
stonefaced. 

So, why do I have that feeling 
that Bridgend was short¬ 
changed? Well, we journalists 
were kindly given a book with 
the script in full, and act two 
starts with a scene involving 
Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon, 
and Katie-Elin Salt’s character 
Meryl. 

It’s quite long, and Madeleine 
Moon talks about the effect of the 
Bridgend suicides at the time, 
while Meryl gives an insight into 
how young people viewed the 
media storm. 

The only problem is that this 
scene was dropped from the 
performance. I can only assume 
that the production team wanted a 
snappier opening to the second 
half. 

So, who puts Bridgend's point 
of view? Step forward Neil 
Kinnock. After all, a Gwent MP, 
an EEC Commissioner and a 
member of the House of Lords is 
the obvious choice for an 
‘overview’ of Bridgend. 

What's more, the Neil Kinnock 
in this show throws off a few 
comments, such as “rock and roll 
killed the chapels” and “Scargill 
and Thatcher between them killed 
the mining industry” but seems 
more intent on getting to the bar 
for a pint. 

It's a verbatim documentary, of 
course, so he clearly did say what 
he says on stage. I’m puzzled, 
however, by the way his 
character is drawn. 

What is he meant to represent?

6 HGVS SHOULD KEEP 
TO AGREED ROUTES 9 


LAST week, a GEM 
reader raised the issue 
of HGVs travelling 
through Barry, 

particularly with regard 
to routes taken to the 
Waterfront development 
in the town. 

Here, MARCUS 
GOLDSWORTHY, of 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council, responds to the 
issues raised. 

I N response to 
the letter 
written to The 
GEM on February 
19,1 echo the 
sympathies sent to 
the families of 
those involved in 
the tragic accident 
in Bath. 

I completely 
understand the concerns 
raised in the letter 
regarding the Waterfront 
development. 


This is a huge 
project, involving the 
redevelopment of the 
West Pond and South 
Quay areas for 
residential, retail, and 
leisure uses, as well as a 
much-needed new link 
road to Barry Island, all 
of which is estimated to 
bring in around £230m 
of investment to the 
area. 

Naturally, this means 
there will be an amount 
of construction traffic 
while work is ongoing. 

The planning 
application which 
approved the 
redevelopment, required 
that the developers 
agree construction 
traffic and routes for 
heavy construction 
vehicles for the duration 
of the works. 

The council has 
received a number of 
recent complaints 
regarding possible 


breaches of the 
approved route and has 
contacted the developers 
to express its concern. 

The developers have 
in turn reiterated to the 
council that they will be 
ensuring that all 
contractors adhere to the 
agreed routes. 

It should of course be 
noted that these 
conditions will only 
control the routes taken 
by vehicles which are 
connected with the 
Waterfront development 
and cannot enforce 
routes taken by any 
other heavy vehicles. 

Nevertheless, if it is 
proven that the relevant 
condition is being 
breached, the service of 
a formal ‘Breach of 
Condition Notice’ on 
the developers will be 
the next step. 

Accordingly, we 
would encourage 
residents to contact 
council officers should 
they have any concerns 
that the development 
traffic for the Waterfront 
is not using the agreed 
route, via the contact 
centre on 01446 700111, 
the planning 
enforcement complaint 
form, or by emailing 
visible @ vale of glamorga 
n.gov.uk. 

We are always open 
to working with the 
local community to iron 
out any issues, and to 
help make the Vale a 
better place for all. 

We are very 
confident this project 
will be a huge boost, 
not just for Barry, but 
for the Vale as a whole. 


Incinerator plan 
should be sent 
back, says group 

BARRY & Vale Friends of the Earth say 
they are “deeply concerned” to see that 
Sunrise Renewables is hoping to locate an 
incinerator at Barry Dock. A previous 
application failed. 

Keith Stockdale, a coordinator with the group, 
said: “The Docks Incinerator Action Group has 
sprung back into life and will fight this proposal 
right through. 

“We hope to win full support from Barry Town 
Council at their planning meeting on March 3. 

“The Vale Council should send the plan back as 
inadequate and tell Sunrise it does not fit with 
current aspirations for clean development and 
light industry on this part of the dock.”

POSITIVE REPORT ON COUNCIL’S 
PROGRESS IN AUSTERE TIMES 


L AST month, I wrote about 
the decision of the Welsh 
Government not to allow 
the council to continue to 
explore a voluntary merger with 
Bridgend Council. 

This month, I am pleased to confirm 
that the Vale Council has received a grant 
of £1,2m from the Welsh Government in 
recognition of its high achievement for 
2013/14. 

The award relates to the council’s 
Outcome Agreement, which covers five 
key areas - supporting the local 
economy, increasing school attainment, 
improving the lives of older people, 
improving social housing, and reducing 
landfill. 

This positive review resulted in the 
authority qualifying for the maximum 
award available. I am, therefore, pleased 
at the Welsh Government’s recognition 
of our success, which serves to 
demonstrate that the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council is a high achieving local 
authority. 

This success is a testament to the hard 
work of officers who continue to deliver 
high quality services at a time of 
unprecedented financial pressure. Their 
hard work ensures that Vale residents 
continue to receive the best services that 
we can deliver. 

SCHOOLS’ STRATEGY 

Last month, I indicated that we would 
report on the continuing school 
investment programme and the 
consultation in relation to the secondary 


education provision in Barry. 

This follows on from the successes at 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School, the 
Penarth Learning Community, and our 
decision to create a new ‘learning 
community’ in Llantwit Major. 

The recent report recommended 
further consultation on the proposed 
£35m transformation of secondary 
education in Barry. The proposals 
considered by cabinet this week include 
the creation of a Welsh medium campus 
for Ysgol Bro Morgannwg and Ysgol 
Nant Talwg on the current Bryn Hafren 
site, which is large enough to allow for 
the required expansion of Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg in line with the projected 
increase in pupil numbers. 

The proposal would also lead to the 
creation of a mixed-sex English medium 
campus on the current Barry 
Comprehensive, Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
and Ysgol Nant Talwg site. 

The planned investment would see 
over £18m committed to improving the 
new mixed English campus and nearly 
£17m spent on the new Ysgol Nant 
Talwg and Bro Morgannwg campus. 

This approach is being taken for 
several reasons. When we consulted on 
mixed-sex schooling there was strong 
support for co-education. We had 
initially envisioned a single mixed 
comprehensive school split across two 
sites. 

However, as we began to develop a 
detailed plan for delivering this, it 
became clear that a reorganisation of 
English medium education in Barry also 
presented the opportunity to expand 


Ysgol Bro Morgannwg and by doing so, 
enable the high performing school to 
meet the ever increasing demand for 
Welsh-medium education in the Vale. 

The new proposal will not only 
provide first class English and Welsh 
medium secondary schools with 
sufficient capacity to accommodate 
future generations of schoolchildren, but 
also addresses the concerns that many 
staff and parents raised about the 
difficulties of splitting a school across 
two sites. 

Even in such austere times, the 
Labour-led administration is absolutely 
committed to providing top quality 
education facilities for all children in the 
Vale. 

It is, therefore, proposed that a full 
consultation will commence on this new 
proposal from May 11 for eight weeks, 
after which a further report will come 
back to cabinet for consideration. 

We believe that the proposed changes 
will be the final piece in the puzzle in 
terms of providing the Vale with the 
highest standard of secondary education 
we can deliver. 

However, as always, the views of our 
residents are paramount, and if there is 
no support for the proposal, we will 
reconsider the issue and look to see if the 
status quo will have to remain. 

As there is much speculation and ill- 
informed rumour on this subject, I would 
urge everyone interested to read the 
cabinet report in full, which can be found 
on the council’s website 
valeofglamorgan.gov.uk. 

Full details of what is being proposed 
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and how we would plan to implement 
this, along with the answers to many 
frequently asked questions, will be 
provided to all parents and pupils likely 
to be affected by any changes ahead of 
the consultation period. 

I am also pleased to confirm that 
youth provision in Barry has been 
brought under one roof at The Hub, 
providing a six days-a-week facility 
where young people learn valuable new 
skills. 

BEACH HUTS 

I have previously mentioned the work 
at Barry Island and as it was recently half 
term we decided to have a ‘Beach Huts 
Open Week’, giving the opportunity for 
residents and visitors to see the new 
beach huts, before they become available 
for public hire later this spring. 

It was a joy to see so many happy and 
smiling children and families out 
walking around Barry Island, using the 


new Eastern Prom to ride scooters and 
bicycles safely and trying out their s ki lls 
on the new climbing wall. 

The huts will be available to hire all 
year round from March 23. During 
spring and summer they will be available 
from 10am until 8pm (10pm during peak 
weeks) at a cost of £20 per day for the 
smaller huts and £40 per day for the 
larger huts. 

During autumn and winter, they will 
be available from 10am until 6pm at a 
cost of £15 and £30 per day, which can 
be booked in advance online via Contact 
One Vale. 

The larger huts will also be available 
to community groups and commercial 
traders during certain weeks of the year. 

Finally, I have reluctantly accepted the 
resignation of Coun Rob Curtis as a 
cabinet member because he could not 
devote as much time to his cabinet role 
as he wanted. 

Coun Curtis’ departure will be a great 
loss and I thank him for his input and 
support over the past three years. 

As a result, and following on from 
reducing the cabinet from 10 posts to 
seven in 2012, a change which has saved 
the council in excess of £100k, I have 
decided to further reduce the size of the 
cabinet to six. 

At a time of significant financial 
constraints being placed on the council 
by central government, we currently 
have to find considerable savings and I 
believe it is only right that the council’s 
political leadership should lead by 
example.

Double duty no obstacle for Penarth hockey team! 


TWO games in as many days proved to 
be no obstacle for Penarth Hockey Club’s 
first XI, who used a little fortune and a lot 
of fortitude to claim back-to-back wins, 
while the seconds also won make it a 
successful weekend all round. 

BRISTOL & WEST 2-4 PENARTH 
Penarth travelled across the Severn on Saturday 
to face a Bristol & West team that had only lost 
one game at home all season, knowing that a win 
against their mid-table rivals would stand them 
in good stead in pursuit of a top five finish. 

Despite the odds appearing to be against them, 
the Bears started strongly, playing some very good 
passing hockey, and it wasn't long before their 
pressure produced the opening goal, albeit a scrappy 
affair that saw Chris McCarthy eventually slot the 
ball in the top comer.

WHITCHURCH ROATH ROATH 


A SOCIAL care leader has welcomed new 
legislation to beef up regulation of the 
sector, but warned it will not work unless 
there is a “fundamental change of 
culture.” 

Mario Kreft MBE, Chair of Care Forum Wales, 
said it was vital to “change the DNA in Wales” to 
ensure everybody involved in the social care sector 
in Bridgend and the Vale of Glamorgan worked 
together in collaboration. 

Care Forum Wales are also calling for the people 
from local authorities and health boards who 
commission social care services to be regulated so 
that their decisions are based on quality not price. 

The new law to strengthen the regulation and 
inspection of the social care sector was announced 
by Health Minister Mark Drakeford AM. 

According to the Welsh Government, care home 
owners in Bridgend and the Vale of Glamorgan will 
become more accountable for the services they 
provide to protect children and adults.. 

Mr Drakeford said the Regulation and Inspection 
of Social Care (Wales) Bill, would put delivering 
success at the heart of a “revised and streamlined 
legal framework.” 

Mr Kreft said: “Care Forum Wales would want to 
support the overall thrust of the legislation. It is 
some time since the current regulations and legal 
system were put in place and, as the minister said, 
we’ve got many more people with complex needs 
receiving services at home.

“The people living in care homes have very 
complex needs, much more so than 20 years ago. It 
is therefore absolutely the right time, on the back of 
the Social Services and Well-being (Wales) Act 
2014, which has created this new framework, that we 
now match that with a new regulatory framework, 
and there are certain aspects that we would certainly 
welcome. 

“But there are also areas of concern. The reality is 
that in Wales today we have a struggling health and 
social care system. It’s struggling because of 
demand and because we are not harnessing the 
resources that we already have at our disposal. 

“Unfortunately, this new legislation will change 
little unless we really harness all the resources at our 
disposal and particularly recognise that social care is 
a fundamental cornerstone of the NHS in Wales. 

“Independent social care in Wales is being 
decimated by flawed commissioning practices 
which put price before quality. 

“As a result, morale in the sector among providers 
and the workforce is very low. 

“The progress that we’ve made is lamentable. Yes, 
there are pockets of good practice, but that’s not 
good enough for a small nation of three million 
people. We should have got this right by now. 

“This new law will go some way, but if we don’t 
fundamentally change the way we do business, if we 
don’t fundamentally change the way we work 
collaboratively, if we don’t fundamentally value 
providers and their workforce and just hit them when 
it goes wrong, then quite frankly this will not make 
the progress and provide the framework that the 
minister wants it to do,” Mr Kreft concluded.

FTER 
attending a 
mini coaches 
meeting, I was 
extremely shocked 
and disappointed to 
hear of the lack of 
development and 
funding offered to 
grass roots football 
in the Vale - 
surprised at the 
council’s option to 
fund a 3G pitch at 
Jenner Park. 

To hear Phil Beaman 
say there are plenty of 
multi-court facilities for 
mini football to use is 
disgraceful. 

These courts are a 
dangerous environment 
to entertain over 30 
teams on a Saturday 
morning in one age 
group. 

I’m now convinced 
The council have no 
idea of the size of mini 
football. Without 
investment for a 3G 
pitch that can be 
obtained for community 
use on a daily basis, 
grassroots football in the 
Vale will slowly die. 


Funding a pitch at 
Jenner Park will only 
benefit one club that has 
only been going for only 
two years. 

How many hours per 
week will grass roots 
teams be able to train 
there if Barry Town 
have their first team, 
youth team, and junior 
teams on there?

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RESHAPED WALES CAN BREAK 
UP THE FRENCH CONNECTION 


W ITH normal Six 
Nations service 
being resumed 
this weekend, attention 
now turns to the Wales 
team to meet France in 
Paris on Saturday. 

The question on everyone's lips 
is - which team will turn up on the 
day? And I don’t just mean the 
unpredictable, strangely misfiring 
French! 

Wales, too, have lacked 
consistency, blowing hot and cold 
in the autumn tests and in the first 
two games of the current 
tournament. 

They have certainly not managed 
to reach the glittering heights 
achieved in the three Grand Slam 
years and during the 2011 Rugby 


World Cup in New Zealand. There 
they were the team of the 
tournament, but controversially 
lost 8-9 to France in a nail-chewing 
semi-final at Eden Park. 

That narrow, one-point margin 
epitomised the fine balance that 
has long existed between these two 
evenly-matched rivals from either 
side of the Channel, which has seen 
Wales win 46 of the 92 meetings 
since 1908 to France’s 43 - with 
three games drawn. 

This is also reflected in the total 
points amassed by the two sides - 
Wales 1,364 compared to France’s 
1,325. 

Thus neither side can go into this 
battle totally confident of victory, 
with France, as the home team, 
possibly having a slight edge. 
However, much depends on if the 
Welsh team, announced on Tuesday
